BRITAIN PLEDGED 
TO AID PEACE, 
B A T T L E I A P S 


London. May 15 (A P)—The efforts 
of the B ritish em pire w ere pledged 
by Prim e M inister C hurchill M onday 
to the twin tasks ol perfecting the 
peace organization of the 
U nited 
N ations and to joining w ith 
the 
U nited S tates in inflicting to tal d e­ 
feat upon Jap an . 
The w artim e leader, in a w orld­ 
wide broadcast address last n ig h t 
m ade it plain tliat w ith those tasks 
ahead he does not intend to re lin ­ 
quish voluntarily the rein s of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
He assailed the Irish governm ent 
of P rem ier Eainon cie V alera for 
rem aining n eu tral while B ritain was 
under a ttack by G erm any, asserting 
“if it had not been for tho loyalty 
and friendship of N orthern Ireland. 
we should have been forced to come 
to close q u arters w ith Mr. De V a­
